Ono of the committee's tasks 
Is to analyse the attitude of UN 
member-countries towards the 
holding of tho conference. As 
was shown at the 38th session of 
the General Assembly, the pro- 
posal to convene a world forum 
enjoys broad International sup- 
port. In lhe opinion uf a major- 
ity of countries, its convocation 
would help to underline to an 
even greater extent the signlli- 
cance which Is attached today to 
tlie curbing of the arms race. 
However, the United Stales of 
America and her allies in NATO, 
while refraining from outright 


rejection or the idea of holding 
the conference, arc trying to 
slow down the preparatory work 
for ft under the pretext or Its 
“iintiinelliicsa" In view of (ho 
complicated Intel national situa- 
tion. 

The representative of [ho 
Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, S Klslyak, has declared 
that such a world forum based 
on comprehensive discussion 
could elaborate effective mea- 
sures aimed at curbing the arms 
race and at the Implementation 
of practical disarmament. The 
Soviet Uniun believes that the 
conference would be of great 
value and usefulness in. so far 
as its results would not only be 
recommendations, but specific 
decisions which the slates would 
undertake to luUiH. The Soviet 
representative rejected the "ar- 
guments'' put up against the 
conference by the Western 
powers.

The USSR has also 
helped build dozens ol hospitals 
and clinks, and 470 Institutes 
and technical and vocational 
training schools. Nearly 1,SOO.OOO 
engineers, technicians and skil- 
led workers Irom developing 
countries have been trained at 
the latter institutions, as well at 
projects constructed with Soviet 
nld and at educational facilities 
and enterprises In the USSR. 

In 1976-1981 alone the Soviet 
Union's net economic aid lo 
young states amounted to 38,100 
million roubles. The ratio ofihU 
assistance to the USSR's gross 
national producl In 1980 and 
1981 added up to soma 1.3 per 
cent, while over lhe same period 
lhe equivalent rallo tor the USA 
was 6.S times less. 

The example set by the Soviet 
Union provides striking proof 
that It Is possible for Industrial- 
ized and developing countries 
to cooperate for the benefit of 
lha general progress ol the 
whole of mankind. All that is 
needed for this Is peace here 
on earlh and In spaca.

problems of mycotoxicology.

Whercns 00 |>er cent 
of I lie country's paten I Ini and 
three-fa urth of Its evaluated 
energy fuels are situated In 
sucb areas, 80 per cent ol ener- 
gy users era found on the 
other (European) side of the 
Urals. 

These factors make the pro- 
duction of fuels more expen- 
sive end add to transportation 
costs. It we recollect that coal, 
oil and gas aro not renewable, 
the need for a total approach 
towards the production end use 
ol energy fuels will become 
self-evident. 

First aud foremost such an 
approach implies a balanced 
energy consumption pattern fn 
which the share ol petroleum 
will continue to decline, as It is 
also a valuable source for the 
chemical Industry, and part ol 
the tael oils share replaced by 
gas. As a result, there will be 
a relative rise in the share Ol 
gss and coal. Hydro energy, 
pit and shale will also be used 
on a greater scale. 

Nuclear energy will play a 
significant role. In the current 
five-year plan period to end in 
1985 the whole Increment of 
energy, production lh lhe Euro- 
poah USSR will he obtained by 
vlrtua o! nudear energy, with 
its ahare increasing 2.5-fold to 
teach- 14 per cent. 

The second aspect of Ihe new 
approach is more complete ex 
traction ol energy fuels, this 
relates Ural ol all to oil. To 
acldeve this an Integrated re- 
search and development pro- 
gramme Iibb been compiled, In- 
corporating the- development of 
thermal physical and engineer- 
ing methods, ant! processes In- 
ducing oil -bearing layers to 
achieve higher yields (up to 50 
to Off per tent as compared lo 
the present 13-35 per cent). 

Finally,- the third element 
consist! in all-out energy sav- 
ing.

Gogol's jubilee 


A braggart and an impostor 
who knows how to throw dusl In 
people's eyes U a character to 
lie found In the literature o( 
every nation. With the Russians 
this Is Khlestakov, the hero of 
Gogol's comedy "The Inspector 
General". For almost a hundred 
ami fifty years many genera- 
tions ol Russians have enjoyed 
reading this play, or seeing a 
production ot It at the theatre. 
IL deals with the adventures ot 
a petty official who stranded In 
a provincial town and was 
taken to be a very important 
person from ihe capital. "The 
inspector General" Is also well 
known abroad: It has been 
sUgod in almost all the conn- 
lilpq ol Europe ns well as in the 
USA ami Japan, Argentina and 
Libya. 

Today we arc celebrating the 
175th anniversary ol the birlh 


of Nikolai Gogol ( 1809- 1 85.2), the 
great Russian writor who wrote 
this comedy. Literary soirees 
and exhibitions are being held 
all over the country and new 
editions of Gogol's works publi- 
shed to mark the occasion. 

The brilliantly drawn charac- 
ters In Gogol's short stories and 
novols, such as the miser Plyush- 
kln, and the Ineffectual dreamer 
Manllov, in "Dead Souls" have 
become an Intrinsic part of the 
Russian Uterary heritage.
